required  by  his  inflructiou.  That 
a  fact  of  fo  extraordinary  a  com;4ex  - 
ion,  migiitbe  grounded  cn  the  moft 
utK-xcefti  mible  |.rocf,  >.ir  M.  h;  I 
he  lhould  take  the  liberty  of  tupport- 
ia;  il  by  the  authority  of  the  Secre- 
tary Wmfelf.  Here  he  read  from 
the' Secretary's  letter  dared  Auguft 
?S,  1790,  to  the*  Dutch  Houles  from 
whom  the  loan  had  been  accepted^ 
the  following  paflages,  viz:  *'  I 
lhould  alio  wifly,  for  particular  rea- 
fons,  that  the  bufiliefs  may  be  fo  re- 
gulated as  to  give  n  the  form  of  twO' 
loans,  one  for  two  millions  under 
the  firrt  act,  and  the  crher  for  ont 
million  uniler  the  fecond.  But  neU 
ther  about  this  am  '.  lofoltciious  as 
to  be  wi  ling  it  (hou!d  conftitute  an 
einbarraffment.'*

this  fum  as  a  payment  to  France  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Short,  our

The  afpect  here  prcfenfed  by  a 
e*mparifap  of  the  feveral  documemt 
was  ("ngular  and  remarkable.  The 
fubordinntc  officer  appeared  in  direct 
Oppofirfon  to  the  chief  magiflrate. 
The  agent  was  feen  overruling  by 
his  own  orders  the  order*  ot  his 
principal.  The  language  of  the 
Prefidenr,  was— By  virtue  of  the 
power  verted  in  me  by  law,  I  defltne 
the  money  to  bt  borrov.ed  ro  the 
difcharge  of  the  inftalmcnts  and  m- 
terefl  of  the  foreign  debt.— The  larv- 
puage  of  the  Secretary  was— I  def-
